1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-19, in Paper No. 6, is 
acknowledged. 

2. After further review of the Applicant's election, a further restriction of the elected 
claimed invention is as following: 

The elected claimed invention contains claims (i.e., 1-19) directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Embodiment 1 of Figure 5B, which discloses the semiconductor device 
comprised an inner wiring connecting the chip electrode to the first electrode 
region, wherein the mounting object is a mounting substrate. 
Embodiment 2 of Figure 7B, which discloses the semiconductor device 
comprised a conductive ball connecting the chip electrode to the first electrode 
region, wherein the mounting object is a mounting substrate. 
Embodiment 3 of Figure 9D, which discloses the semiconductor device 
comprising a tape substrate on the first resin sealing, wherein the first 
package electrode is on the tape substrate, and the mounting object is a 
mounting substrate. 

Embodiment 4 of Figure 8A, which discloses the semiconductor device 
comprised a first resin package mounted on a second resin package, wherein the 
mounting object is a lead frame. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
